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Poisson joins highway artists to paint Cowboy Trail

Didsbury artist Dee Poisson will be painting along 
the Cowboy Trail from Sept. 11 to 111 in conjunction 
with other artists around the world as part of the 11th 
annual worldwide paintout. 

Poisson will join five other artists, known as the 
Alberta Highway Artists, for the event, which will 
paint scenes along the Cowboy Trail (Highway 22) 
from Mayerthorpe to Cardston. Along with Poisson, 
Margreet Beckman of Rimbey, Sandra Bingeman of 
Ponoka, Colleen McGinnis of Wetaskiwin and Soi\ja 
Zaxharias of Clive will take their painting supplies 
;uk1 paint in plein air style (on location) at Chain 
Lakes Provincial Park west of Nanton. The group 
began painting various scenes along the route last 
year and plan to do more work next year on the 
project. 

The event on Sept. 11 to 12 will be a good chance to 
get together with friends and paint in plein air style, 


Poisson said. 

“I paint in my studio a lot by myself. (When the 
group gets together) we share ideas. Looking forward 
to the camaraderie and just somebody to paint with. 
Sitting around outside looking at something is inter¬ 
esting. It’s sort of exciting to paint outside because 
the light changes,” she said. 

The Alberta Highway Artists was formed a few 
years ago when all the artists showed at the Lacombe 
Art Show. They then got together and decided to 
paint scenes along Highway 53. 

"There’s lots of downtime between (shows) ... 
and 1 thought (the highway project) would be fun,” 
Poisson said. 

After receiving a grant from the Alberta Foundation 
for the Arts, the group did a series of shows in com¬ 
munities along the highway after it had compiled 
about 80 paintings. That was in 2007. 

“We took pictures or stopped and painted ... or 
worked in our studios, and we did different seasonal 
perspectives on that particular highway,” Poisson 


said. 

The group also did a David Thompson Highway 
project in 2012, with shows along that route. 

“From there, we said, well, we’ve done these other 
two, what are we going to do now.’ And we decided 
we’d do a north-south lughway along the foothills. 
(This project) is taking a lot longer to put together 
because the road is longer,” Poisson said. 

Painting in plein air is as individualistic as the art¬ 
ists involved. Some will do watercolours while others 
will paint in either oil or acrylic, depending on the art¬ 
ist’s individual preferences, Poisson said. She paints 
in a variety of media when doing plein air, depending 
on what weather conditions are at the time. 

“The medium is what you’re familiar with,” she 
said, adding that plein air does lend itself to certain 
media. 

Oil paint might not be the best plein air medium, 
for example, because Poisson said insects will some¬ 
times stick to the paint as it’s put on the canvas or 
paper.

Burger King-Tim Hortons deal is about corporate taxes 


News that Burger King 
and Tim Hortons are 
merging and that the new 
company will be head¬ 
quartered in Canada has 
taken the business and 
political world by storm. 


U.S. politicians and 
left-of-centre groups 
denounced the transac¬ 
tion as “tax dodging" and 
warned of a public back¬ 
lash against the well- 
known burger chain. 
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Canadian politicians 
have refrained from say¬ 
ing much about the deal 
but spoke positively 
about the country’s cor- 
j)orate tax regime. What 
are we to make of this 
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With the 2014-15 school year getting underway 
across West Central Alberta, students, teachers and 
staff are returning to schools in anticipation of pro¬ 
ductive months of first-class education. 

For the thousands of students in the Chinook’s 
Edge School Division, the learning experience prom¬ 
ises to be filled with high-quality learning opportuni¬ 
ties, new and renewed friendships, and interesting 
and rewarding activities. 

As classes get underway, feelings of positive antici¬ 
pation are quite right ly first and foremost in students’ 
minds. 

Unfortunately, the start of the new school year 
can also be a time of worry and concern for some 
students - because of hazing and froshing. 

Often taking the form of older students targeting 
younger students, hazing and froshing can involve 
minor incidents such as egg throwing. However, as 
past experiences have shown, hazing and froshing 
can also sometimes have tragic or even fatal mishaps. 

With the widespread realization that the former 
tolerance for froshing and hazing is now wholly out 
of date and no longer acceptable, every school board 
in Alberta has enacted rules banning the activities. 

The Chinook’s Edge policy states that hazing and 
froshing are “detrimental to individual students and 
school climate and are therefore prohibited. The divi¬ 
sion believes that hazing is an abusive and humiliat¬ 
ing activity and expects that students will neither 
initiate, participate or encourage hazing or froshing. 

“Hazing and froshing activities can be defined as 
those that result in bullying, humiliation or harass¬ 
ment." 

Regardless of their grade or age, Chinook’s Edge 
students found to have engaged in hazing and frosh¬ 
ing activities face penalties up to and including sus¬ 
pension and expulsion. 

As all too many recent cases have shown, student- 
on-student bullying can lead to long-term problems 
for the victims, including self-harm or even suicide. 

In response, anti-bullying efforts at the school level 
have increased markedly in recent years, with all 
stakeholders now acknowledging the terrible harm 
that bullying can sometimes have on young people. 

And since hazing and froshing are quite rightly 
defined as examples of bullying, those activities are 
now prohibited, as they should be. 

While all Chinook’s Edge students will be informed 
of the division's prohibition on hazing and froshing, 
some students may decide to ignore the rules. 

That is where parents and other caregivers need 
to step in, making sure that every child under their 
guidance and care is made fully aware that hazing 
and froshing activities will not be tolerated. 

At the same time, parents, caregivers and the pub¬ 
lic at large will expect school divisions to vigorously 
enforce the anti-hazing and anti-froshing rules and 
penalties now in place. 


Fire dept encourages public to run 


The 33rd annual Terry Fox 
Run has arrived and once more 
the Didsbury & District Fire 
Department calls on residents of 
Didsbury to join them this year 
on Sept. 14 to gather at 12:30 p.m. 
at the Rosebud Park sled dog 
track, alongside the Mountain 
View Arts Festival, to run five 
kilometres at 1 p.m. 

The volunteer firefighters you’ll 
run with are running for their 
dedication to their community by 
organizing this event and to the 
task they take on as emergency 
first responders, but they will 
also be running for something 
and for someone they each hold 
dear. 

Terry Fox ran for you and me 
on April 12, 1980 and continued 
to do so until Sept. 1. He was 
dedicated to a dream to conquer 
cancer, to improve the lives 
of so many others affected by 
cancer like him. For 143 days 
he ran and for 5,373 kilometres 
he captured the inspiration of 


men, women and children all 
over Canada Terry’s dedication 
was unequalled until he passed 
away on June 28, 1981, one year 
aft er being forced to stop out¬ 
side Thunder Bay and a month 
short of his 23rd birthday. Since 
then, Canadians all over have 
carried on his goal and dream 
and because of that, nearly $650 
million has been raised to date 
for cancer research, thanks to the 
dedication of runners and volun¬ 
teers for over 33 years. 

In 1979, before beginning the 
Marathon of Hope, Terry wrote a 
letter asking for support for his 
run across Canada. In his closing 
statement, he wrote: 

“We need your help. The people 
in cancer clinics all over the 
world need people who believe in 
miracles. I am not a dreamer, and 
I am not saying that this will initi¬ 
ate any kind of definitive answer 
or cure cancer, but I believe in 
miracles, 1 have to.” 

And 1 think miracles can be 


achieved when you’re dedicated 
to making that miracle happen. 
Terry also said “Running I can 
do, even if I have to crawl the 
last mile" and this endeavour 
would finish with or without him. 
Our dedication, persistence and 
endurance are what bring us one 
step closer to that miracle. 

Terry wanted to reach the 
Pacific Ocean, and every day 
someone runs, walks, strides and 
fights for his cause, then we can 
reach the Pacific and circle the 
globe three times over.

are an important con¬ 
tributor to a jurisdictions 
economic performance. 
High rates can diminish 
a jurisdiction’s appeal as 
a destination for business 
investment and hurt its 
ability to compete with 
others for investment and 
ultimately job creation. 

In fact, research finds 
that lower corporate 
taxes can lead to a grow¬ 
ing business tax base - a 
direct result of how taxes 
affect incentives and the 


mobility of capital. 

Put differently: when 
corporate taxes are 
uncompetitive, the eco¬ 
nomic costs can mean 
less investment, fewer 
jobs and potentially less 
government revenue. 

Canadian governments 
of all political stripes got 
this message loud and 
clear over the past two 
decades. The federal gov¬ 
ernment - starting with 
the Liberals and followed 
by the Conservatives 
- cut the general cor¬ 
porate income tax rate 
from 28 per cent in 1997 
to 15 per cent in 2012. 


Many provinces - from 
an NDP government in 
Saskatchewan to Liberals 
in B.C. and Progressive 
Conservatives in Alberta 
- did so too, although 
there’s been some back¬ 
sliding in recent years. 
As of last year, the aver¬ 
age combined (federal 
and provincial) corporate 
tax rate is 26.3 per cent, 
down markedly from 34.2 
per cent in 2005. 

Canada is hardly unique 
in this regard. We’ve seen 
a global trend to lower 
corporate taxes. Among 
the most developed coun¬ 
tries, the average corpo¬ 


rate tax rate in 2013 was 
25.5 per cent compared 
to 28.2 per cent in 2005. 

But the United States is 
an outlier. It continues to 
impose one of the highest 
corporate tax rates in the 
world. The U.S. average 
federal-state corporate 
tax rate is 39.1 per cent. 
Making matters worse, 
it’s tire only G-7 country 
that taxes a company’s 
global income regardless 
of where it’s earned. The 
new merger and move 
to Canada means Burger 
King will no longer be 
subject to such a rule. 

Part of Burger King’s 


decision to acquire Tim 
Hortons and relocate to 
Canada is undoubtedly 
our more competitive 
corporate tax regime. 
U.S. politicians may 
lament the company’s 
northern move but ulti¬ 
mately the responsibility 
rests with government 
policy and the inaction 
in improving American 
tax competitiveness. The 
Burger King-Tim Hortons 
transaction is a real-life 
reminder that uncom¬ 
petitive corporate tax 
rates can deter business 
investment and encour¬ 
age firms to relocate else¬ 


where. 

Despite this, some 
voices continue to call 
on Canadian govern¬ 
ments to raise corporate 
tax rates. Apparently 
“evidence-based" policy 
doesn’t seem to apply 
in this case. But ignor¬ 
ing the facts won’t help 
the Canadian economy. 
Raising corporate income 
tax rates isn’t costless. 
Just ask the Americans.
